BALDONNEL MAN'S DEATH.

RODE HOME AFTER RECEIVING 
SERIOUS INJURIES, ; 


An inquest was held yesterday on Bertram 
Shawyer, 57 years, a rigger at Baldonne] Aero- 
drome, who was admitted to Steevens’s 
Hospital on October 5th suffering from head 
injuries, which proved fatal. 

Dr. W. Hamilton, house surgeon, gave 
evidence that when Shawyer was asked the 
cause of his injuries he lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness, and remained in that condition 
until he died on 13th inst. 

In reply to Superintendent O'Reilly, Dr. 
Hamilton said that the injuries could have 
been caused by a fall from a bicycle provided 
he had fallen on a hard road or a concrete 
path. 

Michael Byrne, Saggart, said that he and 
two men named Kelly spent the evening in 
company with Shawyer. They had three 
drinks in Blessington, and then accompanied 
Shawyer to within three miles of the camp, 
when he mounted his bicycle and rode away. 
He was not by any means drunk. 

Corporal James Beil said thas he admitted 
Shawyer, who appeared to be slightly under 
the influence of drink, to the camp. There 
was blood on his face, but he refused to allow 
witness to assist him. 

Joseph Gilmore, civilian mechanic, said that 
Shawyer had no enemies in the locality. 

Henry Denby, Saggart, said that he saw a 
pool of blood on the road near Saggart Church. 
There was also a quantity of grey hair, which 
had apparently been rubbed off by a man 
skidding along the road on his head. 

Sergeant Byrne said that he found Shawyer’s 
bicycle lamp at the spot mentioned. There 
were ioose stones on both sides of the road, 
and Shawyer had apparently fallen off the 
bicycle and sustained those injuries, in spite 
of which he was able to make his way back 
to the camp. i

REMOVAL OF BRAY RIVER 


WEIR RECOMMENDED. 

At a special meeting of the Board of the 
Dublin Fisheries Conservators, held at 110 
Grafton street, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. i 
Maguire asked how members of the Board 
were nominated, as it appeared as if a “snap 
election’’ had been held, which resulted in 
an old member being eliminated from the 
Board. 

The Clerk (Mr. D. J. Newcombe) said that 
the election was held in due form and accord- 
ng to law. 

Mr. J. H. Browne added that it was the 
fault of the licence-holders if they failed to 
attend the election and make nominations 1n 
their own interests. 

The minutes of the last meeting having 
been read and passed, the Board pe to 
the election of officers. All the previous 
officers were re-elected as follows:—Dr. H 
R. Leeper (chairman), Mr. B. J. Newcombe 
(clerk), Messrs. Michael McNamara (head 
water bailiff), A. Murray (tidal water bailiff), 
John Kane (fresh water bailiff), P. Garnett 
and L. Keegan (licence distributors). 

A letter was read from Mr. E. Murphy 
(surveyor), Bray, in which it was stated that 
the recent flooding at Bray was largely due 
to the weir across the Bray River below the 
Dargle Laundry, which flattened out the river 
for about three-quarters of a mile above it. 
The weir was originally erected for two 
purposes—to provide water for the Bray 
electricity undertaking and the maltings of 
Messrs. Watkins, Jameson and Pim. The first 
of these was now non-existent, as the Elec 
tricity Supply Board was supplyi g current 
to the town, and he thought that the head 
of water without the weir would be sufficient 
for the maltings. The removal of the weir 
would, he continued, reduce to a large extent 
the danger of flooding in this area. 

After a brief discussion, Mr. A. E, Wood- 
nutt proposed, and Mr. J. H. Browne 
seconded, the resolution: ‘‘ That this Board 
is of the opinion that the removal of the 
weir in the Bray River would be beneficial 
to the fishing in this district.” The resolu- 
tion was carried. 

Mr. A. E. Woodnutt drew attention to the 
fact that a pike-fishing competition would 
be held in the Zoological lake on. Sunday 
afternoon, October 18th, from 1 till 3 o'clock 
This would, he said, have a beneficial effect 
on the fish in the river. 

Mr. H. D. Pack-Beresford presided at the 


meeting. 


DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT. 


APPEAL AGAINST JAIL 
SENTENCE. 


PUBLICAN’S UNAVAILING 


APOLOGY TO GUARDS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Albert Loughnzy, spirit grocer, Upper 
Dorset street, appealed against a sentence of 
one month’s imprisonment recorded against 
him in the District Court on a charge of 
obstructing and assaulting the Guards. 

The facts, which were admitted, were stated 
by Station Sergeant. O'Driscoll. About 1.25 
a.m. on Sunday, July 12th, the Sergeant, 
seeing Loughney at his hall door and a light 
in the hall, entered the rouse. In the hall 
there were three men, who immediately went 
upstairs. The Sergeant saw four empty porter 
bottles in the hall, and was going to inspect 
the premises when he saw Levghney lock the 
hall door, take off his coat, and put his back 
to the door. At the same time Loughney 
took up a bottle, and shouted to the Ser- 
geant: ‘‘You won't leave the place with 
your life.” The Sergeant grappled with him 
and kyocked him down. 

Loughney now apologised, and offered to 
pay the costs of the prosecution and any fine 
which might be imposed. He pleaded that 
he had had some drinks on the occasion, and 
was so excited he did not hrow what he was 
doing. 

The judge described the publican’s condne+ 
as having been monstrous, and affirmed the 
conviction. 

Mr. G. O'Sullivan, T.D. (instructed hv 
Mr. Noyk) appeared for the appellant. Mr. 
T. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s Office) ap- 
peared to support the conviction. 


FRUITS OF "BUS COMPETITION. 

William Croke, driver of a St Anne ‘bus, 
appealed against a fine of £5 and the suspen- 
sion of his licence for six months for 
dangerous driving at 11.20 r..m. on 18th June 
at the junction of Leinster road and Rath- 
mines road. 

Guard Walter Sullivan (27 E) said that 
Croke ‘‘ cut in ” ahead of a St Jude ‘bus at 
a speed of 25 to ó0 m.p.h., and forced the 
St. Jude ’bus to stop. ‘The appellant’s case 
was that the St. Jude ‘bus had stopped 
before he passed out. 

The judge affirmed the conviction, 
removed the suspension of the lic®nce. 

In giving his decision, the Judge said that 
if it were not for the vigilance of the Guards 
on traffic duty the number of street accidents 
would be immensely increased. He was afraid 
that many accidents were due to competition 
between ‘buses for passengers, and if any 
"buses indulging in that class of competition 
were named after saints he could not con- 
ceive anything more inappropriate. 

Mr. J. H. McLoughlin, solicitor, appeared 
for appellant. 


THREE SUCCESSFUL APPEALS. 

Patrick Barnes, 188 North King street, 
appealed against a fine of £5 imposed by Dis. 
trict Justice Little for a breach of the 
licensing regulations on 23rd May. Three 
men were found at prohibited hours in an 
upstairs room in the public-house, and when 
Sergeant Davis questioned them they claimed 
to be friends of the publican, and one 
(George Hutton) explained that he had called 
to pay an employé wages. Hutton was fined 
£10 for paying an employé on 
premises, and Hutton also appealed. 

Mr. F. O'Reilly, solicitor for Barnes 
and Hutton, submitted that in order to suc- 
ceed in the prosecution against Hutton it 
should be shown that the wages had actually 
been paid on the premises.

After evidence the Judge reversed the con-

Thomas Shine, publican, Patrick street, 
appealed against a fine of £5 and the endorse- 
ment of his licence for allowing undesirable 
characters to remain longer on his premises 
than was necessary for the consumption of 
reasonable refreshments, The Judge, after 
evidence, held that the offence was not 
proved, and quashed the conviction.

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Roughening Slippery Concrete Floors. 


A correspondent desired information of a 
treatment suitable for roughening the surfaces 
of concrete floors which had become very 
smooth and slippery as the result of traffic

Replv:—In attempting to reduce the slip- 
periness of the floor it will first be necessary 
to remove as much of the wax as 1s possible. 
This can be done by washing the surface with 
petrol or white spirit, tking the obvious pre- 
cautions against fire. After the wax has been 
removed. the smooth surface of the concrete, 
which usually consists of a film of neat 
cement. can sometimes be renghened by etch- 
ing it with hvdrochlorie acid. If the cement 
film is thin, it will be removed by this r eans 
and the rougher aggregate exposed. In any 
case, some reduction of slipperiness may be 
expected, although the surface may become 
smooth again under further traffic. For the

Canada’s latest railway engine has just 
proved its worth by hauling a mile-long 
train, totalling 8,123 tons in weight, a dis- 
tance of 128.7° miles. 

This feat was performed by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway's *‘8,000”’ giant oil-burning 
engine, which brought a train of 96 trucks 
of grain, a dynamometer, and a guard’s van 
from Smith’s Falls, Ontario. to Montreal. 

The “8,000,” which is the most powerful 
locomotive of its type in the world, was 
built in Montreal.

Although it is a comparatively recent in- 
novation in this country, pumice concrete has 
Íor many years been extensively used on the 
Continent, particularly in Germany, where 
large deposits of raw material are available. 
The centre of the German pumice concrete 
industry is the Neuwied district of the middle 
Rhine, covering sn area of about 150 square 
miles. 


The material is of volcanic origin, and is 
found in the same formation as an ordinary 
gravel pit. That is, the pieces range in size 
from about, 4in. down. The raw material is 
light in weight (about 40-45lb. per cu. Ít., 
compared with about 120lb. per cu. ft. for 
sand). The structure of the grains Is 
cellular, which not only makes concrete made 
with it highly resistant to changes of tem 
perature and to the conductivity of sound, 
but also tends to prevent the percolation of 
moisture due to the innumerable small voids 
across which moisture does not readily pass. 

Within the past few years quantities of this 
material have been imported into England, 
and considerable progress has been made with 
its application to constructional work. Pre- 
cast slabs made with pumice aggregate have 
been used in some important new buildings 
in London and elsewhere, including the re- 
construction of the Bank of England and 
hotels and high-class residential flats in the 
West End of London. 


It is claimed that the good key the 
material presents for plastering, its heat and 
sound insulating properties, and the econo- 
mies it makes possible in structural members, 
which may be reduced in section due to the 
light superstructure, render this new material 
particularly valuable for all classes of build- 
ing. Nails and screws can be driven into 
pumice concrete as ce * as into wood and 
hold as firmly, whil slabs can be cut 
with a saw or an axe. On the Continent 
door hinges are commonly screwed to pumice 
concrete walls without the use of door 
frames. 


As it reaches Britain, the pumice generally 
ranges in size from jin. down, with some 
pieces up to about 4in., and with no very 
fine grains. The absence of “ fines ” results 
in a concrete that is in itself cellular due to 
the presence ot voids between the particles 
of pumice. The weight of pumice concrete 
varies according to the grading of the raw 
material and the proportion of cement. used, 
but it averages from 50 to 60lb. per cu. ft. ; 
an ordinary standard size brick (8jin. by 
dáin. by 23in.) weighs about 23lb., while a 
partition slab, 24in. by 12in. by 23in., weighs 
about 23lb.. and a 3in. slab 28lb. The fire- 
resisting properties of pumice concrete has 
been successfully subjected to numerous tests 
and it is recemmended for fire-resisting con- 
struction. On the Continent the material 1s 
not limited to interior work, but is used for 
external walling for all kinds of buildings. 
generally without rendering; for, although 
pumice concrete is cellular in structure, water 
does not percolate through it to any great 
extent. Thus a test. slab stood on edge in 
2in. of water was found to be saturated to 
láin. above water level after three days, 
while a stock brick tested at the same time, 
and stood on zdge in the same tank was 
found to be completely saturated and a sana- 
lime brick was saturated to a height of 6in.

During that time, as Chief of Staff 
of the I.R.A., as Minister for Defence and 
as Commander-in-Chief, he had sought to 
provide this country with such _ military 
forces as were necessary, and to put those 
forces under the control of the civil autho- | 
rity. Im 1922 he protested that it would be 
disastrous if the people got the idea that the 
Army was running the country. After the 
truce in 1921 he had a memorandum drawn 
up pointing out, how the civil side of the 
Government were letting themselves down 
and peng difficulties for themselves, the 
people and the Army by leaving to the Army 
duties which pertained to the civil side. The 
resignations of 1924 had been referred to. At 
that time he was asked to obtain the resig- 
nations of the senior officers of the 
Army—the . men who had made the 
Army, and who had sustained the eivi! 
side throughont the strugg'e. He ohtaine' 
those resignations, and with them he hended 
to the Executive Council his own resigna- 
tion. The Army had done its work. ‘here 
Was no necessity for them to go hefore a 
special committce of the Dail to answer for 
what they had done, but they did so to 
prove their recognition of the civil authority 
in all their activities. ' 

The Minister went on to state that Deputy 
de Valera was the first Irishman to send a 
commission to Russia, and quoted from a 
letter from the Quartermaster-General of 
de Valera’s Army in 1925. In that vear Mr. 
de» Valera was President of the Republic of 
Ireland, with a Government and an. Army 
Council, and a military attaché and an enyoy 
in New York. His Minister of Defence was 
Deputy Lemass. This letter showed that 
the proposel was to send eight perple te 
Russia, and, after training, two of them 
might have to remain in Russia to serve the 


Russian Government fortwovears. We quoted 
a letter from the Army Council of that vear to | 


Deputy Sean T. ()’Kelly, who was then the 
envoy in New York. setting out the details 
for the re-organisation of the Republican 
Army, their wants in the way of guns and 
ammunition, and stating that their objects 
were to overthrow the Free State Govern- 
ment, and “ these are the people,’’ said the 
Minister, “who in 1931 say that we gave a 
lead to the young men who are now in this 
newer Irish Republic.” 

They were not now dealing with 1924 or 
1925, hut with 1931, and if the mentality 
illustrated in the documents of 1925 was in 
the young people to-day the fault lay with 
Mr. de Valera, and his activities of that time. 
They were in a time of economic and financial 
depression and social unrest, and at such a 
time it was pitiful to see deputies on the 
Fianna Fail side not knowing what they 
wanted, and those on the Labour benches 
adopting as their social and economic pro- 
gramme almost the words of Saor Eire. Re- 
cause of the necessity for dealing with the 
social and economic problems of the country, 
it was necessary that there should be a clear- 
ing of the situation with regard to those 
who wanted to use force. That was what the 
bill would do, no matter how flabby micht 
be the expressions on the other side. 

Mr. O'HANLON (Independent, Cavan) said 
that while he would vote for the bill, he pro- 
tested against “ the unconstitutional tactics of 
rushing it through without giving deputies 
an opportunity of discussing it fully in the 
House or of consulting their constituents about 
it.”” The House that day had discussed every- 
thing but the closure motion.

Army? 

Mr. G. O’SULLIVAN (C. na nG., Dublin 
County) said that in no place in the report 
which Deputy McEntee had quoted was his 
name mentioned. 

Mr. McENTEE, continuing, said that 
Section 4 of the bill was intended to estab- 
lish a wommittee of General Security. A 
tribunal was to be set up, consisting of five 
officers of the Army, not under the rank of 
Commandant, who could be removed by the 
Governor-General on the advice of the Exe- 
cutive Council. Were the names of these 
officers to be published, or was (General 
Mulcahy to beep shifting them about until 
he got the five instruments that would enable 
him to achieve his ambition—five officers of 
the I.R.B. that had not yet been established. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that Fianna Fail had 
intimated to the Labour Party that they were 
prepared to discuss the present situation with 
anybody to see what were the possibilities of 
disorder and how to prevent that disorder by 
removing the causes of it. The chief cause of 
that disorder was Article 17 of the Constitu- 
tion. If that article were removed, there 
could be no possible justification for disorder, 
By removing Article 17 they would give these 
men who were remaining outside a chance to 
come into that House, and there would be no 
Communism and no unrest in the country.

LONDON, Wednesday 
Mr. T. J. W. Kenny, President of the 
Irish Tourist Association, and Mr. J. P. 
O'Brien, B.A., Secretary, arrived in London 


this evening from a visit to the United States, 


and will be crossing to Dublin to-morrow. 
During their visit valuable contacts were 


made wth numerous Irish-Americans who are 


interested in Irish travel. Many representa- 
tives of tourist agencies and shipping com- 
panies attended a reception given on the 
liner in which they crossed the Atlantic, 
and Mr. Kenny gave a' broadcast talk from 
the W.R.N.Y. Station. 

The steps taken to direct attention through- 
out the United States to the movement for 
travel to Ireland will be laid before the Irish 
Hotels’ Conference, to be held early in 
November. Notwithstanding the depression 
which is being felt in the United States, as 
in other countries, it is hoped that many 
people will visit Ireland in the future, and 
the depression in sterling will be a favour- 


able factor. 

Good results are expected to follow the 
energy of shipping companies and travel 
agents in connection with the Enucharistic 
Congress. Original estimates were that some 
thirty thousand people would sail from 
America for the Congress, but there is an 
expectation now that the number will be far

A BANKERS’ 


“The _ first Labour Government 
destroyed by a ‘ Red letter’; the second 
Labour Government has been destroyed by a 
‘ bankers’ order,’ ' states 
Workers,’’ issued last night by the Trade 
Union Congress. 

The Labour Government, the “ Call ” says, 
was deliberately broken because it refused to 
reduce the workers’ standard of life.

NAZI PLANS FOR AN 
ALLIANCE.

BERLIN, Wednesday. 

The Nazi deputies made a dramatic 
entry into the Reichstag to-day during the 
debate on the Government’s statement of 
policy, which was submitted yesterday. 

The debate, in the ccntinued absence 
of the Nationalists, was opened by a 
Socialist, but the Nazis streamed into the 
House as their deputy, Dr. Frick, rose to 
speak. As ostentatiously Dr. Bruening. 
the Chancellor, then left the Chamber. - 

Dr. Frick’s speech was full of the 
customary denunciations of the Bruening 
Government, and particularly of its foreign 
policy, which he declared had failed 
lamentably, and had been one of 
humiliating subjection to French Im- 
perialism. 

The Nazis, said Dr. Frick, were ready 
for an understanding with France if the 
latter country guaranteed to respect Ger- 
many’s vital interests—namely, equality 
and larger territory ; but France’s present 
policy constituted a most serious menace 
not only for Germany, but for the whole 
of Europe. Dr. Frick added that the 
Nazis wanted an alliance of all those 
nations that were suffering under the 
peac> treaty, and he reaffirmed the Nazis’ 
hostility to the Bruening Government, 
against which they would submit a vote of 
no confiflence. 

Dr. Frick’s speech was jeered at by the 
Communists. 

Dr. Dietrich, the Finance Minister, cate- 
gorically refuted the allegations made by 
Dr. Schacht, ex-President of the Reichs- 
bank, at Harzburg on Sunday.

MORE CHINESE CHARGES. 

Serious charges that during the oe 
last week of Chin Chow, the provisiona 
Manchurian capital, Japanese aeroplanes 
dropped seven bombs on the railway 
hospital, though it was flying the Red 
Cross flag, are contained in the latest 
official messages from Nanking communi- 
cate 1 to-day to the Secretariat of the 
League by the Chinese delegation. The 
details also allege that one Chinese soldier 
was killed and eighteen civilians killed in 
various parts of the city. © 

Japanese residents, it is said, had 
evacuated the city under Chinese protec- 
tion nearly a fortnight before the bom- 
bardment, and the Japanese authorities 
had officially thanked the Chinese for 
their protection. 

Another of the messages denies that any 
definite threat of war was uttered by 
General Chiang Kai-Shek in his speech 
last Monday. 

The official version, it says, shows that 
the General pointed to the duty of support- 
ing international law and covenants, and 
added that in the event of there being 
violated China “ would not shrink from 
any sacrifices’’ in discharging her duty. 
He spoke of the need of avoiding war, 
but remarked that if nations were driven 
to war to defend the sanctity of inter- 
national pacts, “ then any sacrifice should 
not be regarded as too costly.”’

Sir;—Every eye, it has been said, forms 
its own sense of beauty—an aphorism which, 
doubtless, explains the passionate affection of 
your correspondents, Mr. Kevin 0’Duffy and 
Clontarf “ Resident,’’ for the pristine de- 
lights of the muddy and weed-grown swamp 
which (except at high tides) now divides the 
Bull Island from the Dollymount-Sutton 
foreshore. : For generations an eyesore to 
residents and visitors, the abolition of these 
sloblands has been a subject of frequent dis- 
cussion and local ambition; but now, when 
an immediately practical project for the up- 
lift of the whole district has taken shape, 
what do we find’? A small coterie of the 
privileged few, at any cost, would preserve 
their cloistered seclusion on the banks of 
delectable mud-flats. pret 

Writing with thirty years’ intimate 
knowledge of Clontarf, I would be quite pre- 
pared. as an enthusiast for the Marine Lake 
scheme, to submit the whole proposal to a 
plebiscite of the residents in the Clontarf 
and Dollymount districts. Would your 
critical correspondents be prepared to abide 
by the result? What. let me ask, is the 
value of ‘‘the quiet beauty of a wonderful 
strand’’ which, except for the occasional 
excursions of a few vigorous pedestrians, 
might as well be a hundred miles from the 
City of Dublin? What did we witness on 
this year’s very few fine summer evenings? 
Thousands of women and children crowded 
the beach at the Dollymount end of the Bull 
Strand, and hundreds of others ploughed 
their way through mud-flats to bathing pools 


in the centre of the proposed “' Lagoon. 


Yet several hundreds of acres of , splendid, 
but inaccessible. strand and delightful sand- 
hills, at the, Sutton end of the island, remain 
an uninhabited wilderness. Omitting, for 
the moment, any reference to the proposed 
‘*Lagoon’’ as an incomparable regatta and 
aquatic sports arena, and treating it purely 
as a means of opening up a new and splendid 
recreation and pleasure ground for the 
citizens of northern Dublin, one would like 
to know whether your correspondents think 
that such a natural asset should be denied 
as a ‘‘superlative tonic’’ to “the jaded 
dwellers of the slums " as well as for those 
in its esthetic surroundings. 

There is another, and not less important, 
aspect of the proposal which seems to have 
escaped your correspondents’ attention. The 
City of Dublin has recently been extended 
to include some thousands of acres of grazing 
lands which immediately adjoin the site of 
the proposed lake. This land lies vacant 
and is clearly destined to develop with pain- 
ful and costly slowness as a rate-vielding 
area so long as the Dollymount-Svtton slob- 
lands continue to disfigure the whole district. 
Shonld it. as we hope, become the border- 
land of the biggest marine lake ih’ Europe— 
with “ the lovely view of Howth and the 
gloriovs Dublin mountains in its back. 
ground ’’—is it not reasonable to assume that 
this part of the City (subject to decent town. 
planning control) would ranidly create a 
profitable residential asset for the munici- 
pality ? 

For these, and other reasons too numervuus 
to develop. one asks oneself whether a suit- 
able ‘‘bird sanctuary” (however great its 
merits) cannot be found at some convenient 
point which would not forbid the natural. 
and nitimately inevitable, expansion of the 
city along its hitherto neglected northern 
foreshores ’—Yours, etc., ** Crvis.”’

CEREMONIAL. 


‘“‘The Mass of the Roman Rite”' was the 
subject of a paper read by the Rev. H. J. 
Farrell, C.S.Sp. 

Father Farrell said that from the fifth 
century onwards they had sufficient docu- 
mentary evidence to allow them to differen- 
tiate between the Roman, the Oriental, the 
Gallican, and the Mozarabic rituals, and to 
recognise the characteristics of these diffe. 
rent rituals. From that time, too, they 
could trace step by step the development of 
the ceremonial up to the ninth century, the 
elements introduced into it, mainly from 
Gallican sources during the next three hun- 
dred years, and the final changes that took 
place at the end of the Middle Ages, giving 
them the Missal that they used at the 
present day. 

It was not surprising to find in the Ruman 
Liturgy a precision of thought, an accuracy 
of expression, a gravity and simplicity in 


voice to express his soul, who did not. sing 
to bring out the meaning of the words, who 
had not his heart united to God, and pis 
mind imbued with the true spirit of the 
Liturgy. 


USE OF VESTMENTS. 


Another means, said Father Farrell, by 
which the dignity of the ceremonies was en- 
hanced was the use of liturgical vestments. 
Those were not found in the primitive 
rites; for, up to the sixth century, the clergy 
wore a dress similar to that of the laymen 
of the time. Later on, when the flowing 
robes of the Roman were superseded by 
the tight-fitting garments of the Goths, the 
Church retained the older form of dress in 
her public acts of worship. It was only 
about the tenth century that distinctive 
colours were used for different Feasts. 

The most striking innovation of all took 
place at the end of the twelfth century, 
when the Holy See adapted from the 
Gallican Church the imposing ceremony of 
the Elevation of the Host. It was nearly a 
century later that the Elevation of the 
Chalice was added to the rite. This double 
act, with its accompanying genuflections, the 
ringing of hells and the use of lights and 
incense, constituted to-day the most im- 
posing part of the ceremonial. 

As no important change had taken place 
in the ceremonial during the last four 
hundred years,- they ree no difhculty in 
recognising in the Liturgy of their fore 
fathers the Mass as they knew it to-day. 

Cardinal MacRory said that they would 
be glad to know that the preparations for 
next year’s Eucharistic Congress, under the 
able guidance of the illustrious Archbishop of 
Dublin, were making more satisfactory pro- 
gress. The Archbishop of Dublin ho to 
be able to put up everybody who came. 
Let them hope and pray that the spirit of 
peace and goodwill might prevail all over 
the country at such a time. The world 
would have its eyes upon them, and he 
hoped and prayed’ that mo true Irishman 
would interfere with the success of that great 
occasion in the history of Ireland.

Krakatoa in the Straits of Sunda, 

is in eruption, and that the molten 
débris is being flung forth to a height of 
five hundred feet. Does this mean that there 
is a chance of the mountain blowing up again, 
and causing another terrible disaster like that 
of 1883, when nearly 40,000 people were 
swept away by tidal waves, and the Straits 
of Sunda were devastated by the force of the 
explosion? 

So dire a recurrence is unthinkable; yet 
we have constant reminders almost every year 
that the earth is far from stable, and that 
the subterranean forces may exert themselves 
at almost any moment. The record of the 
rocks bears eloquent testimony to the gigantic 
forces that have assisted in the former ages 
to model, or rather hew into shape even Ire. 
land itself. The Giants’ Causeway, vast 
basaltic cliffs, porphyries and old lava flows 
attest tremendous activity in a long byegone 
age, and, although the centres of volcanic 
force have long since shifted, the evidence of 
the plutonic upheavals will endure for ever. 

Other countries are not so fortunate, and 
there have been sad tales of disasters in re- 
cent years, nay months, from Guatemala, the 
New Hebrides and Japan, while near at home 
were the famous craters of Vesuvius and 
Etna. 


| SEE that the celebrated volcano of 


VESUVIUS. 


Of all volcanoes Vesuvius is by far the best 
known, not because of its size or exceptional 
violence, but by reason of its close proximity 
to thickly populated and fertile districts, and 
ilso on account of its past history. Vesuvius 
leaped into fame in the year A.D. 79, when 
the cities of Herculaneum and Pompeii were 
he erup- 


gradually in frequency and severity, and on 
the 24th August, early in the afternoon, a 
vast cloud appeared on the summit of the 


mountain. Rising gradually into the air with 
a series of shattering explosions, it at length 
assumed the appearance of a gigantic pine 
tree, of dark and threatening aspect. At the 
same time the land heaved and tossed like a 
stormy sea, and the ocean, itself powerfully 


agitated, ebbed and flowed = in 


tumultuous tides. Explosion after explosion 
proceeded from the mountain, now wrapped 


in inky clouds, which were pierced in a 


direction by lurid flashes of lightning. Thic 
darkness enveloped the stricken cities, during 


which night came on unnoticed. Clouds of 


dust and blocks of lava showered on every 
side. Dislodged by the trembling earth, vast 


rocks rolled crushingly down the mountain 


slopes, while a ghastly glare from the depths 
of the crater faintly lit up the scene. Shortly 
before dawn the darkness grew more intense, 
intermittently pierced by great sheets of flame. 


Awful concussions shook the mountain, and 
thick showers of ash fell on every side. 
When the clouds rolled away finally it was 
seen that all the southern face of the 
mountain had disappeared. So had the nearby 
owns. Herculaneum was covered by a thick 
laver of mud, while Pompeii lay buried in 
ashes. Thousands of acres of the surrounding 
country lay under a thick carpet of barren 
pumice, and the small town of Stabiae was 
partly destroyed, though distant ten miles.

‘Taking the specifica- 
tions as a whole, there are nearly twice as 
many cars with four speeds than with 
three, and thete are five times as many 
disc clutches than plate. Over halé the 
cars have six-cylinder engines, and about 
the same proportion have overhead valves. 
In round about eighty per cent. of cases 
the cars have wire wheels, central gear 
control and pump cooling, while the same 
proportion have oil ignition. The tendency 
for petrol tanks to be placed at the rear 
has made further progress, and this 
practice has been adopted m eighty-five per 
eent. of the cars, in most cases the fuel 
feed being of the pressure type.

The new bill encroaches 
upon these safeguards. It will be incor- 
porated as Article 2 (a) of the Constitu- 
tion, and its terms will govern the 
operation of the whole instrument. The 
civil courts will maintain their functions 
but the bill establishes a special tribunal 
for the suppression of political crime. 
Sedition, illegal conspiracy and murder, 
and literature subversive of the State wil] 
come under the new jurisdiction. The 
special tribunal, composed of five military 
members, will wield such powers as no 
judicial authority has exercised under any 
manner of government in any former 
period of Irish history. It will control 
all the offices of the high, the middle and 
the low justice, including the death 
penalty, and there will be no appeal from 
its decisions. Offences may be brought 
before the tribunal on the certificate of 
an executive Minister, and it seems that 
the bill’s operation may include cases 
which now are awaiting trial before the 
civil courts. Furthermore, the police are 
armed with new and exceedingly drastic 
powers for the suppression of unlawful 
associations and of seditious vrints, and 
for the arrest of suspects. In all cases 
the onus of disproof will lie heavily 
upon suspected persons. 

There can be only one justification for 
this bill, and it was offered by Mr. 
Cosgiave in the speech in which he 
proposed the closure motion. In effect, 
the Government’s case is that, if the State 
does not kill lawlessness, lawlessness will 
kill the State. Speaking with the utmost 
earnestness and urgency, Mr. Cosgrave 
proclaimed the existence not merely of 
one, but of several, serious conspiracies 
against the Free State’s life and peace. 
During the last two years, and especially 
during the last nine months, sedition has 
been aggressive and far-flung throughout 
the twenty-six counties. It has not shrunk 
from the weapon of political murder, and 
Mr. Cosgrave furnished a grim list of 
recent crimes. Intimidation is so rife that 
the whole machinery of trial by jury has 
been thrown out of gear, and the Civic 
Guard are baffled on every side in their 
effort to bring criminals to justice. Mr. 
Cosgrave named the more important 
associations which, independently or in 
concert, are waging war upon the Con- 
He declared also that rampant 
Communism, inspired and, perhaps, 
financed from Russia, and aiming at the 
goal of utter anarchy, was making some 
headway among the younger population. 
The Government is convinced, therefore, 
that nothing less than this admittedly 
extreme measure will save the State. 

The country’s duty is clear, and yester- 
day it received a lead from the whole body 
of the Government’s following in the 
Dail, and from the Independent Party.

The Motor Show. 


Twenty-six British = mamufacturers, 
thirteen French, thirteen American, six 
Italian and a German will be repre- 
sented by some five hundred or more 
exhibits at the Motor Show, which opens 
to-day at Olympia.

Winter Sports. 


An effort, we read, is being made to 
establish Scotland as a centre of winter 
sports. The idea is not altogether new; 
for those ardent spirits who delight in 
snow have indulged themselves already 
among the Grampians, whose sides remain 
clothed in snow for months on end. Yet it 
is a little startling to envisage Scotland— 
so near to us—as a rival to Switzerland ; 
and the average Irishman and Englishman 
will be inclined for a long time, even if 
the idea proves feasible, to see something 
‘‘ synthetic’’ in the Scottish Mirren. 
Winter sports, implying snow, are 
associated with extremes; and the climate 
of Scotland is, at least nominally, 
temperate. What Irishman at one time or 
another has not sighed over this “ tem. 
perate ” character of his own country’s 
climate? Gazing wistfully at a holiday 
poster that depicts a land of ever-burninz 
sunshine, he thinks vaguely of the clouds 
which overhang his own head. There is no 
‘‘ sur{-boating ” in Ireland, he laments, 
and even the warmest bathe may be inter- 
rupted by a sudden chill wind from the 
east. At other moments it is his grief 
that Ireland, which thus lac!.s the joys of 
perpetual summer, is not compensated by 
the exhilarating conditions that make for 
winter sports in various other lands. We 
have snow, it is true, but it is a meagre 
snow, just sufficient to be a nuisance, and 
quite inadequate for skating, not to 
mention ‘‘ ski-ing.’” Who can condemn 
his grumbles? Yet there is much sense 
in the geography text-books, which never 
cease to labour the advantages of a 
temperate climate; and those advantages 
apply to sport, as to many other things. 
Where, after all, except in such temperate 
climes as Ireland and England, may the 
sportsman find conditions that permit so 
great a variety of pastimes? 
not bathe or ‘‘ ski’’ 
may find a sport to suit every change 
of the weather. Such freedom demands 
all gratitude. 


The Dentist’s Chair. 


History does not relate the manner in 
which such men as the Chevalier Payard 
and Marshal Ney, the ‘‘ bravest of the 
brave,’’ faced their dentists. It is possible, 
however, that, if all were known, some 
great reputations would suffer a partial 
eclipse. Many people will approach a 
serious operation of uncertain result with 
light-hearted valour; the mildest joke in 
a dentist’s waiting-room is held to be in 
the most execrable taste. Decorous gloom 
connotes bon fon on such occasions. A 
visit to the International Dental Exhibi- 
tion, now in progress at the University of 
London, South Kensington, will cure most 
people of this ‘‘complex.’’ The timid 
will learn that their worst fear—an ex- 
traction—need alarm them no longer; for 
now the whole jaw can be rendered in- 
sensitive by anesthetics, while the gas 
apparatus has been so simplified that 
anesthetists can give their undivided at- 
tention to patients. An interesting innova- 
tion is the use of rustless steel in dentures 
instead of gold. Rustless steel for this 
purpose marks a great improvement in 
that it is lighter and stronger than gold 
and, of course, much cheaper. Altogether 
dentistry has reached that lofty plane in 
which it has become an art as delicate as 
that of the goldsmith, and teeth to-day 
are matched with all the care with which 
a jeweller matches pearls. Compositions 
of variously coloured rubber, moreover, 
are replacing vulcanite. The removal of 
pain from dentistry 1s a most welcome 
event; for nundreds of thousands in the 
world endure the results of auto-poisoning 
—notably rheumatism—which timely visits 
to the dentist’s chair might have avoided. 
Such hesitations have been due almost 
entirely to fear. Now the excuse exists no 
longer, and it is to be hoped that in future 
people will not delay to seek a cure.

|MEDIZVAL FAIRS OF 
FRANCE. 


THIRTEENTH CENTURY 
CENTRES OF TRADE. 


—— 


Yesterday, Dr. Eileen Power, D.Litt., who 
is frofessor of Economic History in the 
University of London, delivered the second 
of the series of lectures she is giving on 
“Kveryday Life in Medieval France, 
ander the Ladv — Foundation at 
Alexandra College, Dublin. 

In the chair sae Professor T. J. Moorhead, 
M.i)., who observed that the subj t of the 
lecture was “ A Merchant in the Great Fairs 
of Champagne.” He trusted that when she 
had exhausted the subject of medieval 
France she would turn her attention to the 
subject of medieval Ireland; for he felt that 
the ancestors of so highly civilised a modern 
race were proportionately civilised in their 
ilay. i 
The trade of the thirteenth century, said 
the Jecturer, was in many ways similar to 
the international trade that was carried on 
to-day, with the exception that it was con- 
hned to the Continent, and did not embrace 
the oceanic trade that exists nowadays with 
America and the Far East. The trade of 
those days could be divided into two spheres, 
the Southern, which brought silks, spices 
and other luxuries from Syria, Egypt and 
other Mediterranean ports to the tables and 
homes of rich voblemen, and that of the 
North, which ‘dealt in necessities, such as 
wax from Russia, herrings from the Baltic, 
fine wool from England and salt from 
Brittany. 


A TRADE CENTRE, 


‘frade was not then sufficiently developed 
to permit many towns to be a centre for 
large-scale trade the whole years round, so 
a system of fairs was developed, and these 
were periodically held in all parts of Europe 
at regular intervals. These intervals were so 
arranged that it was possible for merchants 
to travel from fair to fair with a_ reasonable 
allowance of time in which to pick up fresh 
goods. In course of time these fairs yecame 
not only a place where buying and selling 
was done. but also where international loans 
were negotiated and bills of exchange — 
and sold. All countries had their fairs, but 
by far the|most important were those held in

JOHN KEATING’S - 
DRAWINGS. 


EXHIBITION AT WADDINGTON | 
GALLERIES. 


Is it because we have gone off the gold 
standard, or is John Keating, R.H.A., just 
taking a rest? These questions arise because, 
at the Victor Waddington Galleries in South 
Anne street, Dublin, this painter has on view 
some twenty-five works, and only four are 
from his brush. This is an exhibition of 
drawings in black and white. To the average 
man, atftcted by the general financial stress, 
but whose appetite for art is no less keen 
than in better times, there wi:! come a sense 
of gratitude to the painter, who has placed 
himself within that devotee'’s reach. When 
writing of Keating’s paintings, Sir John 
Lavery said :—'' Here is an artist unfettered 
by any worn-out tradition or convention, a 
painter of his own times in his own manner ”’ 
Indeed, it is because these words are truth 
that John Keating has enamoured us of his 
prowess on canvas, and that on entering the 
gallery yesterday a sense of disappointment 
obtained that so little of him as a painter 
was on view. But with a glance round the 
walls the feeling passed. 

More than twenty drawings are there—a 
rare treat for the eve. As a painter Keating 
has never laboured after effect. He does 
not pose, he is all sincerity, and an artist 
ei skill and power. ‘The witness in this 
exhibition is No. 23, the painting, “ His 
Excellency Hon. S-Sze’’ The subject may 
not be beautiful, but the picture is. The 
harmony and nnity of it a'l entrances. It is 
a man of flesh, and the eve cannot evade 
recognition of the artist’s power in the 
strong hands contrasted with soft Eastern 
silks. 

But this is mainlv an exhibition of draw- 
ings. They reveal the artist stripped of the 
ylory of colour; they are a whole explanation 
of his virtve in portraiture. In them there 
is something of the appeal of sculpture. The 
strength of Mr, Keating's corviction is often 
expressed with a ruggedness; in these black 
and white drawings it seizes one as certainty. 
No. 4, “Head of an Old Man,” and No. 11. 
“The Veteran,”” are drawings of power and 
finish; thev must be true undoubtedly ef 
their subiects. Freer ond more in outline 
are two drawings of military pilots at Ra)- 
donnel, seated in the cockpits of their 
machines: No. 5, “ An t-Seaback,” has heen 
done for the current issue of the Armv 
magazine, ' An t-Oglaich.”” John Kerting’s 
nassion for trees is shown in No. 18. ‘‘ Foster 
Place,” while the arch interior of No. 19. 
“Mount Venus,” is handled well. and the 
fine attitude of the jockev—drawing for 
‘Sampson and Delilah ’’—comes of character 
studv. These drawings point to the in. 
valuable service of this artist as an illustrator 
of current events. Lavery said of Kesting. 
as a painter, that he was “a splendid re- 
eorder of the present and a maker of historv. 
not a repeater of an oft-told tale.” He i: 
equally so in black and white. 
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A NEW BROADCAST. 


A new radio programme, to be known ae 
the Phileo Hour, will be broadcast from 
2RN, Dublin (413 metres), from 9.30 p.m. to 
10 p.m. on October 26th.

Champagne. This importance was attribut- 
able to three distinct factors—namely, that 
all the great international trade routes met 
there. leading from Germany and Russia in 
the Fast, Bruges and England in the North, 
and Italy and Spain in the South. Cham- 
pagne was also a good land in itself, for it 
had mines, its wool was excellent, and its 
wine and cheese were famous throughout 
Europe. The most important reason of all. 
however, was that its rulers; the Counts of 
Champagne, were among the most en- 
lightened in Europe, and did all they could 
to encenrage honest trade. Six fairs were 
held during the course of the year, and were 
so arranged hardly a day_passed that a fair 
was not being held in some town in Cham- 
pagne. 

Arrived at the fair, the merchants imme- 
diately rent houses where they can store 
their goods, and outside which they can dis- 
play them 


REGULAR PROGRAMME. 


The fair had a regular programme. The 
first twelve days were devoted to the sale of 
cloth, and the next eight days to the sale of 
leather, skins and furs. Then came the last 
fourteen days, which were set aside for big 
operations in finance, such as the granting of 
loans aad credits and the discounting of bulls. 
These were the special sale perious, but all 
the time other things were on sale, such as 
vattle, spices and small precious things called 
avoir du poids, since they were usually sold 
by weight. 

The fair was not a place of business alone, 
for the merchants had their moments of 1e- 
laxation, so a motley crowd of gentlemen, 
townsfolk, country bumpkins, and pilgrims 
were entertained by buffoons with their 
droilery, trained monkeys with their tricks, 
and jongleurs with their songs and ballads. 
These latter were topical, and recounted, 
either in prose or rhyme, the doings and the 
greatness of merchants. 

One aspect of the tairs that deserved 
emphasis was that of finance; for they were 
almost as important in this regard as they 
were commercially. The centre of the market 
was the money changers’ quarter, and there 
each exchanger had his little shop. He also 
acted as a banker, granted interest-bearing 
loans, and was prepared to negotiate bills 
of exchange, or lettres de foire, as they were 
called. 

Most of these financiers were Lombards, 
and they were not very well beloved; for 
thev were considered usurers. 

The fair was an excellent place for all 
financial dealings; for all contracts and obli- 
gations entered into there were under the 
special guarantees to pay, if stamped with 
the fair seal, and the officers of the fair 
would enforce payment from the recalcitrant 
debtor, and if they could not, the debtor's 
countrymen would, since, if he defaulted, 
they might all be banned from the fair. 

As might he supposed, the Counts of 
Champagne did not maintain this organisa- 
tion for nothing, and, indeed, they made a 
handsome profit out of the fairs, not only 
from the rent of the houses and stalls, but 
also from the fees that were payable for use 
of the official weights and measures, and from 
the use of the official seal, to say nothing 
of taxes on silk and other materials sold. 


‘*CAVALCADE."’ 


MR. NOEL COWARD'S 
TRIUMPH. . 


From OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Wednesday. 

“ Cavalcade,” by Mr. Noel Coward, pro- 
duced by himself at Drury Lane, must have 
been inspired by a series of films shown a 
year or so ago giving ‘peeps at British history 
during the last thirty years. Mr. Coward 
has taken a number of stirring events, given 
them speech, clothed them with spectacle, 
and achieved what was acclaimed a great 
triumph by an enthusiastic gathering of 
seasoned play oers. It is a little doubtful, 
however, whether “ Cavaleade’’ is a play in 
the strict sense of the term, but it is an 
excellent entertainment, which will run for 
many months, 

Its inspiration is patriotism, and love of 
country is its point throughout. The 
threatened decline of our national greatness, 
commencing with the passing of Queen 
Victoria, 1s emphasised by successive scenes, 
each with its definite appeal. The story has 
for its centre the lives of two women and 
their families, one a woman of position and 
the other her maid servant. The period 
dates from the South African War, 
there is a wonderful scene of a great troop- 
mare leaving the docks laden with the 
C.1L.V. 


The sorrow of the nation at the death of 
Queen Victoria is shown by a church parade 
in the Park, everybody being in mourning, 
a scene enacted without a spoken word. 
Later come really marvellous scenes of the 
Great War—Victoria Station, with its troop 
trains and sorrowing women; a scene showing 
hysterical women singing war songs, the 
background being an ever passing line of 
soldiers. Armistice Day in Trafalgar Square, 
where the mother who has just learned the 
death of her son represses her grief and 
joins in the cheers for victory; the announce- 
ment of the relief of Mafeking in the London 
theatre; the Titanic catastrophe, and a great 
patriotic finalé are other moving spectacles. 

With such a pageant there is little room 
for real acting. but Miss Mary Clare, as the 
mother. was magnificent in several scenes. 
particularly that at the close. with its fine 
call to patriotism. After the twenty-two 
ccenes had run their course, Mr. Noel 
Coward was called again and agnrin before 
the curtain, the cheering being continuous,

The tribunal is authorised 
to pass sentence of death if as h and no appeal shall lie from any of 
u 


its orders. convictions or sentences, 


t the Executive Council may pardon 


convicted persons, and remit the punishment imposed by the tribunal. 


Persons who have been sent for trial to the Central Criminal Court in 
Dublin may be sent before the tribunal, whether the offence with which 
they are charged has been committed before or after the passing of the Act. 


Large additional powers of search, arrest and detention are given to 
the Civic Guards, and even boats in territorial waters are subject to search. 


With regard to unlawful associations, an order of the Executive 
Council, declaring that in its opinion any association is unlawful, is 
jeemd to be conclusive evidence that such association is an unlawful asso- 
dation, and the special tribunal is given power to close buildings which 
are being used for certain unlawful purposes.

IR EE UBLICAN Spain has been split 

into two rival camps by the decision

State and to put grave restrictions on the 
religious orders. 

The debate lasted all night—fifteen 
hours in all—-and when the final clause, 
that affecting the religious orders, was 
passed by 178 votes to 59, tl re was an 
uproar. 

The Prime Minister and Provisional 
President of the Republic, Sefior Alcala 
Zamora, at once resigned, together with 
the Minister of the Interior, Sefior 
Miguel Maura, and many deputies who

are Catholic. Numerous Basque and 
Navarre Deputies, as well as_ the 
Agrarian Party en bloc, decided to with- 
draw from the Cortes at least for so long 
as the Constitution is discussed. 

A meeting of the remainder of the 
Catinet was called, and two hours later 
their resignation was announced in the 
House. 


THE NEW GOVERNMENT. 


Sefior Lerroux, the Foreign Minister, as 
the senior Minister present, stated that, 
until the formation of a new Cabinet, the 
present Government would act in such a 
way that there would be no signs of a 
lack of authority. Calling for a vote of 
confidence in the President of the 
Chamber, Sefior Lerroux requested that 
he should take immediate steps to form a 
new Government.

NOMINATION BY 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL, 


Whenever the Executive Council is 
satisfied that a member of either House of 
the Oireachtas has died in consequence, 
directly or indirectly, of an unlawful act 
of another person or is prevented by 
physical incapacity arising, directly or in- 
directly, from the unlawful acts of another 
person or by unlawful imprisonment or 
by threats or intimidation from cppearing 
at and taking part in the sittings of the 
House of the Oireachtas of which he is a 
member, the Governor-General may on 
the advice of the Executive Council do 
either or both of the following things, that 
is to say :'— 

(a) by order appoint such person as the 
Governor-General on the advice 
aforesaid and having regard to the 
known opinions of the member so 
deceased or so prevented (as the 
case may be) shall think proper to 
name in such order to be a member 
of the said House of the Oireachtas 
in place of the said member ; 
by order adjourn either or both 
Houses of the Oireachtas for such 
period not exceeding one month as 
the Governor-General on the advice 
aforesaid shall think proper to 
specify in such order. 

A person appointed to either House 

under such circumstances shall, on taking 


the seat; in case he succeeds to a member 
who has died, until a writ is issued to fill 
the place of the deceased member, or until 
the dissolution of the Dail; or in the case 
of an injured member, until such member 
appears in person in the House, or until 
the dissolution of the Dail. . 


THE CLOSING OF BUILDINGS 


The Tribunal will have power, on the 
application of an inspector of the Garda, 
to declare any book or other document to 
be seditious, after which such document 
mav be seized. | 

The Tribunal also will have power to 
close buildings which are being used for 
any of the offences set out in this schedule. 

Section 28 provides: “ No bth to an

HEAVY slump in Irish Free State 

trade is recorded in the statistics for 
the eight months, January to August last, 
compiled by the Free State Department 
of Industry and Commerce, and published 
by the Stationery Office yesterday. 

Following a decline in the v-lue of 

rts, ho: dei: and re-exports for the 
eight months ended last August, the 
visible adverse trade balance for the 
twelve months ending on the 3lst August 
last showed an increase of about a million 
and a half over the previous year, the 
figure at the end of August this year being 
£11,960,076, as compared with £10.384.567 
for the corresponding period in 1930.

GENERAL DECLINE. 


The U.S.A. sent the Free State goods to 
the value of £1,336,530, as compared with 


£2,708,316 during the corresponding eight 
months of last year; but our exports to 
that country fell from £1,062.784 to 
$315,726. All other countries likewise 
showed a decline in trade with the Irish 
Free State. The most remarkable instance 
occurs in the case of Soviet Russia, to 
which the exports fell from £350,461 in 
the first eight months of 1930 to £1,301 
during the same period in 1931. At the 
same time imports from that country in- 
creased from £29,775 to £158,971 during 
the stgne period. 

Imports from the Argentine increased 
from £744,890 to £1,050,510 during the 
eight months’ period, while exports to the 
South American Republic fell from 
£107,007 to £10,215. 


IMPORTS. 


Under the heading of imports we show 
a preference for meat extracts and 
essences, the value of which has increased 
from £56,180 to £64,724 for the eight 
months’ period ending last August. 
Imports of condensed milk advanced from 
£20,651 to £23,232. 

Wheat imports during the eight months 
under review fell as compared with last 
year, while imports of barley increased 
from £105,077 to £117,779. Oats to the 
value of £101,252 were brought in, as 
against £34,744 last vear, while there was 
also an increase in the quantity of maize 
imported, due, in all probability, to its 
low price on the world market. 

Bran and pollard imports were worth 
£164,069, as against £125,233 in 1931. 
while other corn offals 
£56.580 to £71,948. 

Oil seed cakes and meals both show a 
decline 

Under the head of fruit and vegetables 
there was a decrease, except in the case 
of currants, raisins and onions. 

The total value of tobacco imports 
dropped by about £200,000, but un- 
stemmed tobacco imports advanced from 
£147,750 last year to £254.581 this vear. 

There was an increase of about £100.000 
in the value of household coal imported. 
and an increase of £30,000 in the value 
of imported cement for building. 

Other imports which show increases 2re 
printing, bookbinding, etc., by about 
£50,000; chassis for motor cars from 
£99.792 to £122,801, and _ overcoats. 
mackintoshes and oilskins from £267,823 
to £277,188. 

Printing paper and stationery each 
showed an increase, the imports in the 
first case being valued for £231.658. and 
in the case of stationery £136,228. 

Imports of seed oats increased from 


£77,512 to £102.983. 
EXPORTS.

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THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 
Rising after the division PRESIDENT 


COSGRAVE moved a closure motion to 
enable the bill to pass through all its stages 
by Friday. He said:—' The best justifica- 
tion of this motion isthe immediate necessity 
for the powers which are sought to be con- 
ferred in this measure. That necessity will 
best be understood when I have explained 
the situation which renders the measure 
necessary. 

“The long title of this bill explains the 
scope and purpose of the bill itself, and the 
nim and intention of the Government in 
introducing it. It is pre-eminently a bill to 
safeguard the rights of the people. and te 
ensure to them the full and peaceable enjoy- 
ment of those rights. The Constitution of 
the Irish Free State when adopted in 1922 
was hailed as one of the most democratic 
Constitutions in the world. The new State 
was founded on principles guaranteeing to 
the individual the full enjoyment within the 
law of civil and political rights and securing 
through the medium of adult suffrage and 
preportional representation a method by 
which the will of the people as a whole 
could best be expressed and given effect to. 
linder the Constitution there is fnll and 
untrammelled liberty for any person to advo- 
cate and recommend te his fellow-citizens 
cpenly by speech and writing the adoption 
oi any potitical programme whatsoever, even 
the adoption of different forms of govern- 
ment, and to put his programme into opera- 
tion as soon as he has induced a majority 
of the citizens to support it in the polling 
booths. There is, therefore, no shadow of 
an excuse for the adoption of violent or extra 
constitutional methods in order to attain 

litical ends. Unfortunately, such methods 
ave been adopted. The rights of the people 
have been attacked, and the Parliamentary. 
institutions se up under the Constitution 
have been menaced by tlre actions of per- 
sons relatively small in numbers, who have 


elected themselves as dictators of the policy 


- 


which the country should adopt, and wba 
have endeavoured to enforce their dictator- 
ship by means of violence, intimidation and 
murder. The object of this bill is to pro- 
tect the ordinary law-abiding citizen and 
the country as a whole from such un- 
warranted invasion of his rights. As the 
bill aims at safeguarding constitutional 
rights, it is proper that its provisions should 
be inserted as an Article in the Constityu 
tion. When the bill becomes law no hard- 
spip or disability of any kind will be im- 
posed on any law-abiding individual or see- 
tion of the community whatever his or .heir 
political opinions may be. Nothing in the 
mil forbids the advocacy of any political 
ideals; we only ask that the advocate shall 
nov spéak with a gun in his hand. 
PARLIAMENTARY INSTITUTIONS 
MENACED. 

"Since the establishment of the Constitu 
tion the Government of the lrish Free State 
has endeavoured to direct all its energies to 
the economic reconsiruction and develop- 
ment of the country. That task, difficult 
in itself and rendered all the more difficult 
by reason of the depressing economic con- 
ditions almost universally prevailing during 
the past few years, has been rendered almost. 
impossible because of the existence in this 
country of the menace never altogether re- 
moved of unconstitutional action and revolt. 
On more than one occasion since the estab- 
lishment of the State our energies nave had 
to be diverted from the great work of 
economic regeneration because tae very 
foundations of all economic and rivil lite 
were in jeopardy. And now, at a time of 
unparalleled financial stringency and depres- 
sion, we have once again to pause in our 
work. This time the menace must be re- 
moved once and for all. This bill furnishes 
the means for doing so. ‘The powers and 
machinery provided by this bill are neces- 
Saly not merely. for this “tovern- 
ment, but for any Governmes tÉat 
may be in power if the will of 
the majority of the people is ta prevail 
There are people who affect to be imaware 
of any reason why legislation of »“is kind 
should he introduced: people Wao say 
‘What is the trouble about” Wuere are 
the criminals whose repression is so ergent’’ 

“It is really very difficult to believe that 
there is any sincerity behind this attitude. 
Nobody adopts such an attitude about other 
important, but less fundamenta!, matters of 
public concern which are no more obvious. 
Nobody pretends to doubt that there is a 
housing shortage or a tariff problem, but 
many peopie who can see these things quite 
plainly affect not to be able to see at all any 
serious threat to the peace and order of the 
State. 

“1 cannot see how anybody can take the 
line that there is not at the present moment 
a widely organised conspiracy to overthrow 
by force the Constitution and Government of 
the State, and that the conspirators are 
ready to use murder freely as a means to that 
end. But, if any man has any shadow of 
doubt that the murders and other numerous 
outrages of all kinds which have recently 
been perpetrated might be susceptible of any 
other explanation. than that they are the 
result of such a conspiracy, he has only cot 
to read the principal organ of the conspiracy, 
the weekly paper calling itself An Phoblacht, 
which, week in and week out, preaches the 
doctrine of the conspirators—that the true 
Government of the State is vested in the 
Army Council of the Irish Republican Army ; 
that the Oireachtas is a mere cover or 
instrument of British usurpation; that the 
police and the courts maintained by us have 


| no moral authority, and that the murder of 


perfectly proper 
and is, in fact, the only 
immediately practicable step towards a 
Republic, These doctrines are preached 
with a directness, with a continnons tincite- 
ment to violence and crime, which I do not 
helieve has a parallel in any other State in 
the world. 
“ MURDER EXPLAINED AND 
JUSTIFIED.” 

“On the 14th February last, immediately 
after the murder of Patrick Carroll, who 
was murdered because he gave information 
to the police respecting the I.R.A., this 
paper published an editorial headed 
‘Executed bv the I.R.A..’ in which the 
murder was explained and justified. On the 
7th March it published an editorial explain- 
ing that ‘ British Imperialism’ could not be 
overthrown bv mere votes, and exhorting the 
leaders of Fianna Fail to be prepared, 
when in power, to shoot “not the 
I.R.A.. but those who stand for Knelish 
rule in Ireland,” which is its stock designa- 
tion for the present Government and its sup- 
porters. Ón the 21st March it promised that 
the guns would soon make themselves heard, 
On the 28th March it justified the murder ef 
Superintendent Curtin. On the 4th April it 
asked for recrnits for the 1.R.A. On the 9th 
May it advocated oper drilling.

change. We see the effects of such methods 
in certain States of the world which have 
become centres of anarchy and_irreligion. 
Order is the first principle of all progress 
and its decay amongst a people is the be- 
ginning of a reversion to primitive savagery. 

“We have no desire to impose restrictions 
on the law-abiding citizen. We do intend 
to abolish violence and the preaching of 
violence. so that the peaceful citizen may 
enjoy his freedom. We are providing the 
means for his protertion No peaceful 
citizen need fear a lew which could not ' con- 
ceivably be used avainst him. Foul mur 
dors have been committed, acknowledged and 
gloried in hy certain organisations. " Young 
men are being taught that murder is a 
legitimate instrument for the furthéranée of 
Communist er itical aims. They are 
being taught that the Christian Church 
around which our whole history and civilisa- 
tion have been built up is an instrument of 
tyranny for the suppression ef the people: 
that the priest must remain within the 


sanctuary; that outside that sphere tis 


civilised peoples of the world. I heve the 
utmost faith in the fundamental geod sense 
of our people. and I believe that the great 
majority of them will recetve the measure 
now before us with relief and gretitude.
